Albemarle, N. C., Dec. 23 (A.P.).— 
Thousands of pounds of TNT hurled 
by speeding airplanes a mile and more 
above the earth today reduced the 
Swift Island Bridge over the Pedee 
River to a twisted mass of concrete and 
steel as army aviators loosened their 
heaviest salvos in War meet ee 
tests being conducted here.

Washington Merchants Win in 
Fight Against Other Cities.

The Southern Railway Co., which has 
had its headquarters in Washington for 
more than 41 years, will have to select 
a new site for its central office build- 
ing within the next few months. 

The House of Representatives already 
has passed the Elliott bill, authorizing 
the Federal Government to purchase 
the railway company’s headquarters 
building at Thirteenth street and Penn- 
sylvania avenue northwest, and the 
Senate is expected to do likewise im- 
mediately after the Christmas recess 

Although a number of cities are 
eager to get the Southern’s headquar- 
ters, it has been learned on good au- 
thority that the company plans to con- 
tinue its headquarters here in Wash- 
ington. 

Approximately 2,200 men and women 
are employed by the company in Wash- 
ington, and the pay roll exceeds $4,000,- 
000 a year. 

Among the cities which have been 
trying to get the headquarters are At- 
lanta, Ga.; Richmond, Va.; Alexandria, 
Va.; and Charlotte. N. C. At least two 
of these ] ave mac? very attractive of- 
fers to the company. 


Provides $25,000,000 Fund. 


The Elliott bili, heretofore men- 
tioned, authorizes an appropriation of 
$25,000,000 for purchase of privately- 
owned property in the triangle which 
is to be the site of a great array of 
Federal office buildings. Passage of the 
bill was biocked at.the last Congress 
by the filibuster that broke out in the 
Senate in the closing days of the ses- 
sion. 

The bill last year specifically exclud- 
ed the Southern Railway Building from 
the property that was to be acquired, 
because at that time it was believed 
that the building would eventually be 
needed by the District government 
rather than the Federal Government. 

When it was introduced at this ses- 
sion, however, the bill specifically pro- 
vided for purchase of the building by 
the Federal Government. 

The House passe” the bill with vir- 
tually no opposition, and its passage in 
the Senate is expected to be just as 
speedy.

CHANGES DECLARED 
INDICATED IN 1921 


Charges Official Hesitates to 
Throw the Antiquated 
Methods Aside. 


(Associated Press.) 

Turning aside momentarily from ‘his 
campaign for a change of the Senate 
rules, Vice President Dawes yesterday 
trained his guns on statsepewiar Gen- 
eral McCarl. 

In a review of a book on “The Na-/[ 
tional Budget System” by W. F. Wil- 
loughby, @Girector of the Institute of 
Government Research, Mr. Dawes said 
reform in governmental bookkeeping 
was contemr™ved by the budget act of 
1921, but that one was little encouraged 
to believe that this reform “is at last 
receiving some attention from the 
Comptroller General.” 

The Vice. President, who was the first 
director of the budget, said that “to 
properly carry on a business.one must 
know it and to know it one must have 
the proper accounting.” 

Methods Still Decentralized. 

“The bookkeeping methods of the 
different departments still are decen- 
tralized,” he said, “and in their present 
form furnish little aid to the executive 
or to his agent, the director of the 
budget, in determining the relative 
operating efficiency and cost of the de- 
partments. They operate also to keep 
Congress uninformed. The present 
system of governmental bookkeeping 
would not be tolerated for a day in a 
properly conducted private business 
enterprise. 

“The whole system could be properly 
changed and put in working form 
within a short time and should have 
been put in this form concurrently with 
the organization of the Bureau of the 
Budget. 

Should Be Model for World. 

“With the present powers in the 
hands of the Comptroller General, he 
could inaugurate a reform in govern- 
mental] 
States which would at once make it a 
model for the world. The changes thus 
far have been minor and comparatively 
inconsequential. 

“The reform in governmental ac- 
counting is certain to come. It may 
be that the present occupant will con- 
tinue in his hesitation to undertake it 
properly, which will be a great mis- 
fortune, but it is inconceivable that 
successors in the office will fail to grasp 
this great opportunity for governmental 
service. Until it is done all business 
by the Government will be conducted 
under a serious handicap.”

HEALTH SEALS SALES 


| BRING $32,000 TOTAL 


Students in District Dispose 
of Large Numbers; Some 
Reports Awaited. 


With its seasonal campaign for the 
sale of health seals drawing to a close.

banker, who was murdered and her 
body mutilated. 

Hickman boasted of his deeds of out- 
lawry as he told of skipping from city 
to city. In some of the cities, he said, 
he got “fine write ups.” As he calmly 
discussed his travels, he remarked: 

“My brain must be warped, or I 
could not have thought I could go 
through with this.” 


Stole Car at Kansas City. 


Following his return to his mother’s 
home in Kansas City last July, after 
being paroled from his conviction for 
forgery in the bank at Los Angeles, 
‘where he had been employed, Hickman 
said he stole an automobile. It was a 
Chrysler coupe, but not the one that 
figured in the recent kidnaping. 

He took it from an Independence 
(Mo.) man in Kansas City. 

“I drove directly to Chicago, where I 
Paid $11 as a week’s rent for an apart- 
ment at the Paradise Arms, on Wash- 
ington boulevard,” he said. He left 
Chicago and headed toward Toledo, 
Cincinnati and other cities in that dis- 
trict, but did not stop. 


“I did not know just what I wanted 
to do. After going through Pittsburgh 
I picked up a member of the Pennsyl- 
vania State police. You can check on 
this, for he rode with me more than 
20 miles. 


Ate With State Policeman. 


barracks for the State troops are 
located. Queensburg, I believe the name 
was, a town of 10,000 or ,000 inhabi- 
tants. He invited me to eat with him 
His name was O’Connell or O’Donnell. 
He bought me a good steak and before 
I left he took a road map and spent 
15 minutes telling me how to get to 
Philadelphia. He told me that if I 
returned that way he would like to 
show me through the barracks.. 

“I went to Philadelphia, but | did 
mot Hke the apartments or the one- 
way streets, so I went on to Gettysburg.

He then related how he had visited 
Washington, D. C., Baltimore, and 
Jersey City, where he ferried to Man- 
hattan. He did not like New York and 
Jeft on the third day. 

He said he had committed robberies 
in Kansas City, Chicago, Columbus, 
Ohio, and St. Louis, but did not think 
that he had committed any in the 
other towns he had passed through. He 
-doubled back, going through Gettys- 
burg again and into West Virginia. He 
dodged Pittsburgh and headed for Co- 
Jumbus, where he rented an apartment 
on Broad street. 


Set a Record for Holdups. 


“On October 31, I held up three 

laces in less than 30 minutes, and I 
think I set a record for the town,” he 
said. 

He passed through Indianapolis and 
went to St. Louis, where he said he 
held up several persons. He returned 
to Kansas City, where he abandoned 

‘the car, leaving the gears locked and 
throwing the key away. 

The car which figured in the Los 
Angeles kidnaping case was stolen in 
Kansas City. Hickman then drove out 
across Kansas, toward California, but 
had a premonition that things would 
mot go well for him there and turned 
back to St. Louis, he said. From that 
city he went southwest, through, Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma and Texas. He then 
went north and west through New 
Mexico, passing through Phoenix, Ariz., 
at night. 

Hickman went on through to San 
Diego, having passed through Yuma, 
Ariz., and the Imperial Valley, Calif. 
While in the Imperial Valley he was 
stopped by Federal officers looking for 
mail thieves or smugglers. He went 
directly from Los Angeles to San Diego, 
thence to San Francisco, and then re- 
turned to Los Angeles. He spent an

got acquitted, didn’t he?” the kidnaper 
argued. . 
Hickman was quoted by officers as 
saying that he considered that the 
“death notes” he wrote to the father 
of the slain girl were masterpieces. 
Hickman readily admitted he ab- 
ducted the 12-year-old girl, conducted 
negotiations for ransom and collected 
$1,500 in delivering the child's torso to 
her father, Perry M. Parker, bank of- 
ficial, but resolutely denied he was 
the slayer. 


Perfectly Calm, He Says. 


“I know that I am not guilty of 
murder and I am perfectly calm,” Hick- 
man declared in his cell. 

Cramer, said Hickman, had deep-set 
eyes, heavy eyebrows and was an invet- 
erate smoker. He had a peculiar habit 
of walking with a slight limp every 
third or fourth step. He wore a blue 
shirt with attached collar, same color, 
and wore a black four-in-hand tie. He 
used cloth gloves. 

Hickman volunteered the information 
that he had planned to return Marian 
alive and uninjured to her parents on 
Sunday if Parker, the girl’s father, had 
not “come through” with the ransom. 
The slaying of the girl by Cramer was 
entirely unexpected by Hickman, he 
said. 

‘The only reason he had to kill her 
and dismember the body was in order 
to get her into a suitcase which he 
could carry without arousing suspicion,” 
he said. 

Hickman described the appearance 
of the body when Cramer was alleged to 
have brought it to his apartment. 


Shocked at Sight, He Says. 


“I was shocked,” he said. “He had 
cut the body so that it fitted in the 
suit case. The head was bent slightly 
to one side, The nose had been 
pressed down and ‘frozen’ flat, so it was 
necessary to lift it up.” 

He gave a grewsome description of the 
contrivance by which the girl’s eyelids 
had been fastened so as to be kept open. 
“There is something ghastly about a 
dead eye,” said Hickman. “It is even 
more penetrating than a live eye.” 
Asked to explain why he used the 
expression, “I am. doing a solo,” in some 
of his letters to Parker if he was acting 
with a confederate, Hickman indicated 
that he did not have a definite idea of 
the meaning of the word. He said he 
had overheard the word when he was 
in jail. 

“There was no need of me using that 
word. I just thought it was clever, 
like the words ‘Fox’ and ‘Fate.’” These 
names he signed to ransom letters. 

“I know Parker doesn’t feel as terrible 


‘about this as I do,” Hickman muttered. 
“We arrived at the town where the | 


Marian “Sure a Nice Girl.” 


“Marian was sure a nice little girl,” 
he kept repeating. “She didn’t even 
cry when I told her I was kidnaping 
her, she just said she didn’t think her 
father had the money, but she hoped 
he would get it. She was a pretty little 
thing.” 

Told that his mother had collapsed 
and that his father had disowned him 
when informed of his confession,. the 
self-styled “Fox” stolidly repeated, “I 
know that 1 am not guilty of murder 
and I am perfectly calm. I didn’t kill 
her. It was Cramer.” 

“I sent a message to my mother by 
that minister who was in here,” he said. 


Cramer Shatters Story. 


Los Angeles, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—Andrew 
Oliver Cramer, convicted bootlegger, 
from his cell in the Lincoln Heights 
jail here today, threw a bomb which 
officers said shattered the confession of 
William Edward Hickman at Pendle- 
ton, Oreg., that he was aided in the 
kidnapping ‘of Marian Parker and that 
Andrew Cramer was her slayer. 

“I don’t know why he picks on me,” 
said Cramer, admitting only having an 
acquaintanceship with Hickman. 

Herman Cline, chief of Los Angeles 
detectives, who is now on his way to 
Pendleton, has declared his belief that 
Hickman was both the kidnapper and 
slayer of the little school girl. 

Cramer, who has been a prisoner here 
since last August, told detectives that 
he was acquainted with a June Dun- 
ning, the alleged woman accomplice 
named by Hickman when he told Pen- 
dleton officers that Andrew Cramer had 
aided him in the crime. Hickman said 
he had picked up Cramer and June 
Dunning in San Diego Thanksgiving 
Day and gave them an automobile ride 
to Los Angeles. 


Cramer’s Brother in Prison. 


Frank Cramer, known to police as 
the brother of the Andrew in jail here, 
also is a prisoner. He is serving a term 
for robbery. 

Frank was jailed in August, the same 
month as his brother Andrew. The 
records show the former was incar- 
cerated August 12 and the latter Au- 
gust 18. é 

Conflicting stories were told police 


fore choosing one in the Bellevue Arms 
apartments, where he paid a month's 
rent. He is positive this was on No-~- 
vember 23. On Thanksgiving Day he 
went to San Diego, and on the return 
trip, he said, he picked up Andrew 
Cramer and June Dunning, and when 
he let them out he understood they 
were going to a hotel. Before leaving 
Cramer made arrangements to meet 
him two days later at his apartments, 
where plans were made for a series 
of robberies that preceded the kidnap- 
ing of Marian Parker.

Another contradiction of Hickman’s 
implication of a man and @ woman ac- 
complices, was seen by officers in the 
story of Edward Stelzreid, fellow ten- 
ant of Hickman’s at the Bellevue Arms 
Apartment. Stelzreid described in de- 
tail the movements of two men who 
aided .a third, declared to have been 
recognized by him as similar in ap- 
pearance to the kidnaper, in carrying a 
suitcase and several bundles from the 
side door of the apartment house at 
11 o’clock Saturday night. The police 
pointed out that this was several hours 
after Hickman had delivered the slain 
gifl’s torso to her father. 

The prosecuting and judicial officials 
of Los Angeles County laid plans today 
speedily to bring Hickman before the 
bar of justice when he is returned here 
from Oregon.’ 


Officers Fly to Capital. 


Officers went today by airplane to 
Sacramento and obtained extradition 
papers based on an indictment returned 
by the County Grand Jury convened 
last night in special session. They 
planned to continue on to Pendleton, 
Oreg., where the boy kidnaper is held 
Hickman probably could be returned 
here by air in a little more than eight 
hours, if it were decided to make the 
trip in that way. 

Judge Carlos’ Hardy, presiding in the 
Superior Court, said the youth would 
be arraigned immediately, the indict- 
ment having done away with the neces- 
sity for a eh pars hearing. 

At his arraignment, Hickman will be 
given from three to five days before 
he must enter a plea of “guilty” or 
“not guilty.” 

Judge Hardy said his case then would 
be set ahead of all others and trial be 
started at once. 

If he is convicted or if he pleads 
guilty, he may be sentenced within five 
days and removed immediately to the 
penitentiary. 


Captor to Ignore Reward 
Given by Women and ‘Kids’ 


Pendleton, Oreg., Dec. 23 (A.P.).— 
Tom Gurdane, grizzled chief of Pendle- 
ton’s police force, who aided in the cap- 
ture of William Edward Hickman, does 
not want any reward money except that 
offered by the city of Los Angeles, 
banks and other organizations. The 
rewards tota close to $100,000. 

“I don’t want the money of individ- 
uals,” he mumbled, “not the money of 
kids or women. But I see no reason 
why I should not take that which was 
offered by the Lo Angeles banks and 
some of the organizations. That is 
legitimate reward money, legitimately 
earned.”

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ON GLOZEL RELICS, 
COMMITTEE ADMITS 


World Scientists, After an 
Exhaustive Examination, 
Announce Finding. 


PURPORTED TO REVEAL 
PREHISTORY ALPHABET 


Done With Iron Implements, 
Instead of Stone Ones, It 
Is Concluded. 


Paris, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—The famous 
Glozel collection of “Stone Age” bones, 
utensils and knicknacks unearthed 
three years ago on a French farm in 


the Allier department has been found 
by an international committee of 
scientists to be-a practical joke perpe- 
trated in the mid-Victorian era. 

This judgment was rendered today 
by a committee of scientists from a 
half dozen countries who have been 
scrutinizing the discovery for weeks. 
It had been supposed the finding would 
show that prehistoric people of what 
now is France, used an alphabet 10,- 
000 years ago, long before Phoenicians 
generally are credited with inventing 
the original A B C’s and that these same 
ancients knew how to carve love let- 
ters on blocks and sermons in stone. 

Now,’ however, the dissillusioned 
committee of scientists, who were ap- 
pointed by the international scientists 
congress at Amsterdam several months 
ago, have eoncluded that the carvings 
were done with iron implements of 
which there was none in the Stone Age 
but of which there were many in the 
post-Napoleonic period of the nine- 
teenth century. 


Some Relics May be Ancient. 


The report, however, concedes that 
there might be some real ancient things 
mixed in the collection, but rejects the 
authenticity of the ensemble because 
many of the discoveries were “nonan- 
cient” articles, such as an oven and 
obviously new bones, 

The committee decided that the oven 
which was found was not a day over 
75 years old, that the “tomb’’ over 
which much enthusiastic comment had 
been made probably had not even been 
manufactured when Clemenceau was a 
boy and teeth and bones had a mod- 
ern color. While some of the bones 
were fossilized, there were many more 
that were not. 

Furthermore certain objects in pol- 
ishe* stone, including what came to be 
known as the Glozel Alphabet, gave the 
appearance of having been cut with 
chisels sharpened with whetstone. 

An@ among all the carvings of ani- 
mals there was not one prehistoric 
monster such as is fourld in museums 
They were all cows, cats, old gray 
mares and other modern appurtenances 
to life on a French farm. 

The original finding’ of this Glozel 
collection by a French farmer three 
years ago started a long train of con- 
troversy among archeologists, some of 
whom insisted that the discoveries were 
authentic, while others insisted as ve- 
hemently that the objects were 
“planted” by some practical joker. 


Feather in His Wound

Newport, Ky., Dec. 23 (A.P.).—The 
finding of chicken feathers in a gun- 
shot wound may mean a police charge 
of stealing chickens against Edward 
Fitzer, 56, if he recovers from a severe 
bullet wound in his abdomen. 

Fitzer staggered into a commission 
house this morning and said he had 
been held up and shot by a negro 
While physicians were removing sev-. 
eral chicken feathers that had been 
driven into the flesh by the bullet, the 
police received a report from Carl J 
Radley, jr., a grocer, that he had fired 
six shots at a man who was leaving 


his chicken coops with a sack of 
chickens.

For Anti-Semite Riot 


Bucharest, Dec. 23 (Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency).—The trial of the first 
group of seventeen students arrested on 
the charge of leading in the anti-Jewish 
riots in Transylvania was concluded 
today by the court-martial. One stu- 
dent was sentenced to one month's im- 
prisonment. The other sixteen were 
reprimanded. | 

The group was defended by Alexander 
Cuze and two other professors. The 
accused students contended that they 
did not take the objects from the syna- 
gogues, but that they were handed over 
to them by others.

Australia to Study 
Representation Here 


Melbourne, Australia, Dec. 23 (A.P.). 
The Australian government will shortly 
consider the entire question of Aus- 
tralian representation in the United 
States. In making this announcement 
today, Premer Bruce added that the 
Australian government was not dissat- 
isfied with the results achieved by the 
Australian representatives in the 
United States.

Railroads Challenge 
Higher Wage Award 


Chicago, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—Western 
railroads today challenged the authority 
of four members of a board of arbitra- 
tion to award wage increases to 55,000 
firemen and enginemen by petitioning 
the United States district court to set 
aside a recent decision. 

Counsel for the 55 lines, comprising 
virtually all the leading trunk systems 
west of Chicago, contend the board had 
been dissolved on December 5 when it 
reported to the court here it could not 
reach an agreement.

FLIER IS TO RETURN | 


TO CAPITAL ON SUNDAY 


Flight to Guatemala City to 


Be Made Wednesday, After 
Day of Rest. 


Mexico City, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—Her 
first full day in Mexico City was, for 
Mrs. Evangeline L. Lindbergh, mostly a 
quiet home affair, the only departure 
being a luncheon at the American Em- 
bassy, attended by all the cabinet min- 
isters and foreign ambassadors at which 
she and Col. Charles A. Lindbergh were 
the honor guests. 


Col. Lindbergh left the city this after- 
noon by automobile ‘on a sightseeing 
trip to Cuernavaca as guest of about 
forty officers of the Mexican air ser- 
vice. He expects to return Sunday 
night in time for dinner at the em- 


bassy at which only Ambassador Mor- | 


row and his family and Mrs. Lindbergh 
and the “Lone Eagle” will be present. 
It is expected that Christmas Day will 
afford Col. Lindbergh the first full day 
of rest since his arrival more than a 
week ago. He and his mother expect 
to devote the day in relaxation, since 
no formal program has been arranged. 


Accompanied by Attaches, 


Col. Lindbergh was accompanied on 
his trip to Cuernavaca by Col. McNab 
and Lieut. Comdr. Hamilton, the Mili- 
tary and Naval Attaches of the Ameri- 
can Embassy, and was escorted by a 
caravan of automobiles containing his 
hosts. ‘ 

A motorcycle police guard was sta- 
tioned at vantage points along the 
route from Mexico City to Cuernavaca 
in order to insure that Col. Lindbergh 
and his party would experience no hold- 
ups from bandits. The road leads 
through some rough country that af- 
ford bandits a splendid opportunity to 
ply their trade. A police detachment 
preceded the party by a few minutes 
and another one also followed it. 

Cuernavaca is a beautiful, semi- 
tropical historic town, capital of the 
State of Morelos, where Cortez and 
Maximilian both had their favorite 
palaces. The altitude is lower and more 
restful than Mexico City and Col. Lind- 
bergh is expected to enjoy a day de- 
void of official formalities and return 
to Mexico City recuperated from his 
recent strenuous schedule. 


Charms Her Hosts. 


Mrs. Lindbergh, who did not leave the 
Embassy this afternoon, has charmed 
all those who have so far had an Op- 
portunity to meet her. 

“It is easy to see where Lindbergh 
gets his delightfully modest and yet 
utterly efficient manner,” reports in 
substance the majority of remarks 
made to members of the Embassy staff 
by Mexican women and officials who 
have met the lone eagle’s mother. 

At the luncheon today Mrs. Linda- 
bergh met all the members of the 
Mexican cabinet and ambassadors and 
ministers of foreign countries stationed 
in Mexico City. President Calles has 
not yet met Mrs. Lindbergh, but the 
chief of the presidential staff, Gen 
Alvarez, has paid her the highest com- 
pliment that can be shown any one 
visiting the country as private guest— 
sending his compliments and a mes- 
sage of welcome. 

An orchestra dressed in native cos- 
tume, with big hats, skintight trousers 
and short jackets, played on the lawn, 
while the tables were placed in the 
open air on a long veranda at the 
luncheon today. In this scene of 
flowers, sunshine and green grass, con- 
trasting with the Christmas-time snow 
and ice at her homeland, Mrs. Lind- 
bergh participated in her first formal 
function in Mexico City. 


Goes on Shopping Trip. 


Mrs. Morrow took her guest on an 
unannounced shopping tour this morn- 
ing and no sooner had the autmobile 
bearing the American coat of arms 
stopped in front of a curio shop than 
a vast crowd of cheering workers and 
shoppers collected which gave the 
police a good morning workout in keep- 
ing them a safe distance from the 
automobile. One woman pushed her 
way through the police lines despite 
all efforts to stop her when Mrs. Lind- 
bergh emerged from the shop, and on 
reaching her side, exclaimed: “May 
God bless you and your son.” 

Col. Lindbergh’s entertainment as 
Mexico’s guest will officially end Mon- 
day afternoon with the first, last and 
only purely American function he has 
known here—a reception at the Ameri- 
can Embassy to permit members of the 
American colony to meet the flier and 
his mother. . 

All Tuesday Lindbergh will be left ab- 
solutely free to prepare his plane, the 
Spirit of St. Louis, for his Central- 
American flight and to study maps. 
He will hop off for Guatemala Wednes- 
day morning. 

The aviator informed the correspon-~- 
dents this afternoon that he might fly 
to Porto Rico, but emphasized that for 
the present no definite plans had been 
made for such a visit—whether it would 
be before his flight to Havana, or after 

Wednesday morning will see him on 
his way to Guatemala City, which he 
expects to reach in nine hours or less. 
From there he will fly to the capitals 
of the following countries in the order 
named: British Honduras, Salvador, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica and 
Panama.

OTHER ISSUES BOOSTED 


New York, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—A. suc- 
céssor to the late Elbert H. Gary as 
chairman of the board of the United 
States Steel Corporation has been se- 
lected, it was learned in banking circles 
here today, but his identity remains a 
mystery. Confirmation of his appoint- 
ment probably will be given by directors 
at their regular monthly meeting next 
Tuesday. 

Wall street was the scene of much 
speculation as to the name of the new 
head of the corporation. Rumors were 
rife that he is a man with strong lean- 
ings toward a policy of more liberal 
dividend disbursements, and reports of 
@ possible stock distribution early next 
year were heard in this connection. 

These reports formed the basis for 
an extraordinary movement in steel 
common on the New York Stock Ex- 
change On transactions totaling more 
than 150,000 shares, a large portion of 
which was turned over in the final 
hour of trading, quotations climbed 
$4.75 a share, to $154.75, the highest 
price since late in September. This 
buying was in the face of a refusal by 
Secretary Mellon to issue an antidump- 
ing order against importations of steel 
from Germany. 

The rapid advance of the steel stock 
imparted late strength to many other 
sections of the market, although the 
customary week-end profit-taking. 
combined with some preholiday liqul- 
dation. created much irregularity at 
the close. The average of twenty lead- 
ing industrial issues, compiled by the 
Associated Press, reached the highest 
level of all time, marking the sixth 
consecutive day in which this record 
has been raised. 

The, growing belief that a more 
liberal dividend policy is in prospect 
in the steel corporaiton, and that the 
new chairman inclines in that. direc- 
tion, is founded, in part, on the entry 
of the Dupont interests into the steel 
picture. Although the Dupont holdings 
amount to only 114,000 of the 7,116,235 
shares of steel common outstanding, it 
is believed sufficient to secure repre- 
sentation on the board of directors.

a BETHEREN STAR 


Astronomers See Possibility It 
Was Same That Shed Rays © 
on Shepherds. 


NO WAY OF ASCERTAINING 


Chicago, Dec. 23.—The Christmas. 
week comet, which now glows faintly 
in the eastern sky just before sunrise; 
like a yuletide candle seen afar off, 
may have been the original Star of 
Bethlehem, which shone on shepherds: 
as they watched their flock by night 
and on the birth of the Christ Child 
in the manger, it was said by scientists - 
today. . 


The theory, one of many already ad 
vanced to explain the Biblical story,” 
comes from the observatory of Harvard 
University at Cambridge, and Prof, Ed- 
win B. Frost, of the University of Chi- 
cago. Whether or not the guiding light 
that led the three wise men to the 
stable in Bethlehem, was an earlier oc-” 
currence of the comet, however, the” 
Harvard authorities admit they don’t 
know for certain, and aver there probe, 
ably will be no way of telling. 

Prof. Frost, who is director of the 
Yerkes Observatory at Williams Bay, 
Wis., takes the same attitude as his fel- 
low scientists in the East. The identity” 
of the Biblical star will probably never 
be known, he said, but the idea that 
it may have been the comet now visible 
is interesting to contemplate for as- 
tronomers and laymen alike. ite 

“A great deal has been written of the” 
Star of Bethlehem for hundreds of 
years,” Prof Frost says. Skjellerup’s ” 
Comet, as the new comet is known (it 
was named for its discoverer), may have 
been that star. It may have been any” 
particularly bright star, such as Venus. 
Again it might have been a comet that 
has never reappeared. And, still again, 
it might have been a comet that we on 
this side of the world never have and® 
never will see. ' 

Williams Bay, Wis., Dec. 23 (A.P.).— 
The Christmas, or Skjellerup, comet has 
been photographed and sketched by 
Dr. Edwin B. Frost’s staff of astrono* 
mers at Yerkes Observatory of the Uni-- 
versity of Chicago here. The phote-- 
graphs are regarded as triumphs of 
photography with the infrared rays, 
and they have encouraged astronomers 
to believe that they may overcome cli- 
matic obstacles in making pictures of 
celestial bodies. * 

“All evidence we have obtained indi 
cetes that the comet has never beef 
photographed from the earth,” said Dr.” 
Frost, “and our observations indicate’ 
that the next visit of the comet will 
be long after our time, perhaps hun- 
dreds of years.” .

RECOUNT TO BE STUDIED 


(Associated Press.) 
William S.' Vare, of Pennsylvania, 
who has been denied the oath of office 
as senator because of expenditures in 


his primary campaign, yesterday filed 
with the Senate privileges and elections 
committee a formal denial of charges 
brought by his Democratic opponent, 
William B. Wilson, Secretary of Labor 
in the administration of Woodrow Wil- 
son. 

Declaring there were no irregularities 
in the general election of 1926 as as- 
serted by Wilson in his petition of con- 
test for the Senate seat, the Pennsyl- 
vania senator-elect said Gifford Pin- 
chot, as Governor of Pénnsylvania, “ar- 
bitrarily, maliciously and illegally” 
witaheld from him a certificate of 
election in the usual form. 

Vare declared that instead of issuing 
a regular certificate, Pinchot, who was 
a candidate for nomination to the Sen- 
ate in the 1926 Petinsylvania primaries, 
“in order to satisfy his own personal 
venom and showing the discomfiture of 
a defeated candidate,” used the phrase- 
ology that Vare “appears to have been 
elected.”’ 

Calling attention that Gov. Fisher 
had given im a certificate in the 
usual form, Vare said that he received 
no less than 173,507 votes more than 
Wilson. 

“The allegations of the complaint are 
so general, vague, uncertain and lack- 
ing in particularity that no answer is 
required,” continued the Vare brief, 
which then made particular and indi- 
vidual denial to each of the twelve 
allegations or irregularities contained 
in the Wilson petition. 

At another point in his reply Vare 
said the Wilson petition “is made up 
of a number of fantastic, imaginary 
and false charges.” é 

After receiving the Vare reply, Sena- 
tor Shortridge (Republican), California, 
chairman of the committee, said he 
would appoint a subcommittee to con- 
sider the Wilson contest. The mem- 
bers of this subcommittee will decide 
whether ‘here is to be a recount of all 
the ballots cast in the 1926 Pennsyl- 
vania senatorial election or of only 
those cast in the counties in which 
Wilson has alleged fraud—Philadelphia, 
Lackawanna, Delaware, Luzerne and 
S-huylkill.

“The Falcon could not have remained 
in position during this time in any 
event because of weather. No diving 
time was lost on account of her visit 
to Boston. 

“The department has every confidence 
in Admiral Brumby and the officers and 
men assisting him, and believes they 
have done everything humanly possible

through the hose showed that it con- 
tained less than one-half of per 
cent of carbon dioxide. 

Since 9 o’clock in the morning divers 
worked on the tunnel under the subma- 
‘rine, although weather conditions were 
none too favorable for such work. The 
sky was overcast, and a stiff northeast 
wind made the sea choppy. The divers 
worked under submarine floodlights 
which gave them a range of vision of 
12 feet at the bottom. Capt. King said 
late today that he did not believe 
weather conditions would permit diving 
during the night. 

In a formal statement today, Admiral 
Brumby said that every suggestion made 
in connection with the rescue work 
bad been given careful consideration. 
and expressed his thanks to those who 
had offered advice. 

“The Navy personnel on duty at the 
wreck of the S-4 desires to thank all 
those who have offered advice or sug- 
gestions in regard to the rescue work,” 
he said, “for their interest in this work. 
All may rest assured that every bit of 
advice and.every suggestion has been 
carefully considered and any ideas that 
could be used have heen gladly ac- 
cepted. 

“All those at the wreck have used 
and are using every effort and all of 
the available facilities. for accomplish- 
ing their task. Much of this work is 
done under conditions that are very 
different from anything seen in work 
on shore, where the weather had little 
or no effect. Some of the work at the 
wreck is “necessarily tedious, difficult 
and sometimes dangerous, but the 
work has progressed without inter- 
ruption when it was possible for it to 
do so.” 


20 Vessels at Scene. 


Twenty vessels and 1,090 officers and 
men comprised the S-4 salvage fleet 
today. The naval force numbered 80 
officers and 711 men and the Coast 
Guard force 26 officers and 253 men. 
In addition were 20 officers and men 
of the Merritt Chapman & Scott Wreck- 
ing Co., of New London, Conn. 

The vessels included the U. 8. S, Bus- 
nell, the Falcon and Wright, mine 
sweepers; the submarines 5-3 and S-8, 
the naval tugs Wandank, Iuka, Saga- 
more and Mohave, the destroyers Sturte- 
vant and Mahen, the Coast Guard cut- 
supply carriers, the Coast Guard cut- 
ters Tampa and Burrows and five small 
boats, and the tugs Resolute and Relief 
of the wrecking company. 


Destroyer Passed Over S-4. 


New London, Conn., Dec. 23 (A.P.).— 
The major damage to the sunken sub- 
marine S-4 apparently was done when 
the destroyer Paulding rode over the 
submersible which was listing to port 
after the first impact of the crash, 
Commander Edward Ellsberg, in charge 
of diving operations at Provincetown, 
Mass., has reported to the Navy De- 
partment. 

The report was filed today from the 
flagship of the salvage fleet, the Falcon, 
by Ellisberg, who narrowly escaped 
death when he went below to make a 
first-hand survey of the craft. 

He found the superstructure, decks 
and frames from frame 52 to 62 wholly 
carried away. Frames are lateral ribs, 
about 144 feet apart. On the star- 
board side ballast tank No. 1 was much 
torn from the top of the dome about 
four feet “in the way’ of frames 58 
to 62, 

The outer hull plating forming the 
top of the upper tank was uninjured

Lindbergh’s flight and with the same 
love with which we are looking for- 
ward to the safe arrival of his mother 
to our capital, we Mexicans feel the 
grief which that accident has brought 
into the sorrowful heart of that 
mother country, the United States. 

“J. therefore, come in the name of 
my government to express to your ex- 
cellency earnest condolence on account 
of that deplorable accident and the 
hope that the brave sailors who it 
seems are still alive in the submarine 
which was overtaken by the disaster. 
may come out safe and sound of their 
predicament. 

“Will your excellency be pleased to 
accept on this occasion the assur~ 
ances of my highest and most dis- 
tinguished consideration.” 


Kellogg Makes Reply. 


Secretary Kellogg replied as follows: 

“I am deeply touched by your ex- 
cellency’s communication of December 
19, expressing the sincere sympathy 
of the government. of Mexico on the 
occasion of the deplorable accident 
which has befallen officers and enlist- 
ed men of the United States Navy en- 
gaged im the performance of their 
duties in the United States Navy sub-

“In informing your excellency that I 
have forwarded a copy of your note to

1,000 HAVE BEEN-INVITED 


(Associated Press.) 

John W. Davis, the Democratic 
Standard bearer in 1924, will preside 
over the Jackson day dinner here 
January 12, the first national get-to- 
gether of Democratic leaders since 1920. 

As toastmaster at this revival of the 
party’s preconvention rallies, Mr. Davis 
will call on all of those whose names 
have been put forward for the nomina- 
tion at the 1928 convention, All other 
leaders of the party hav been invited 
to gather at the banquet table to hear 
the call to arms of the presidential 
campaign and the views of the party’s 
potential. nominees. 

Invitations have been sent to nearly 
1,000 men and women prominent in af- 
fairs of the party, including all the 
Democrats of the Senate and House, 
the Democratic governors, members of 
the national committee and chairmen 
of State central committees. Clem L,.

TO URGE WAR PACT 
ON OTHER POWERS 


Wants Britain; Italy and Japan 
Included With U. S. and 
France in Outlaw Plan. 


NEW ARBITRATION 
TREATY IS RECEIVED 


Contains Root and Bryan 
Ideas, as Furthest Coolidge 
Thinks He Can Go. 


(Associated Press.) 


Foreign Minister Briand of France 
was called upon yesterday by Chair- 
man Borah, of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee to extend his pro- 
posal to outlaw war between America 
and France to other world powers. 

Senator Borah also proposed that 
Briand indicate a willingness to join 
the United States in making overtures 
for such treaties with Great Britain, 
Japan and Italy. 

“I should like to see the United 
States take the initiative,” Borah de- 
clared. 

A world conference of the leading 
nations on the outlawry of war. has 
been frowned upon by President Cool- 
idge, who, however, has indicated a 
willingness to discuss means of out- 
lawing war, although he feels the pow- 
ers of Congress to declare war can not 
be circumscribed by a treaty. 

Mr. Borah’s committee has just re- 
ceived the proposed new treaty be- 
tween France and America to replace 
the expiring arbitration pact between 
these countries. He asserted he had 
made these suggestions to M. Briand 
as a means of obviating objections now 
put forth, “particulatly in France,” to 
the proposal to outlaw war. 

The new treaty is understood to pro- 
nounce upon the necessity for outlaw- 
ing war in its preamble, but otherwise 
to be a combination of the Root and 
Bryan arbitration treaties. 


U. S. Held As Ready. 


“The United States,” Senator Borah 
said in his statement, “would not like- 
ly make a treaty with France which 
she would not be reday to make with 
all other governments. If France and 
the United States therefore would 
broaden the proposal the objections 
which now appear would be to a 
marked extent removed. If the other 
governments refuse to make such a 
treaty, France and the United States 
might well consider the advisability of 
making such a treaty. 

“M. Briand can render a great serv- 
ice to peace by proposing a similar 
treaty with the other governments, and 
if he does so, the United States should 
cooperate sincerely and fully.” 

While objections have been made, 
Senator Borah said, that the treaty 
might weaken the League of Nations, 
he expressed the view that it would 
strengthen the league. 


AIRWAY ILLUMINATION 


ON PROGRAM OF 1928 


Lighting of Lakes-to-Gulf 
Mail Line One of First 
Commerce Tasks. 


(Associated Press.) 


Among the first tasks the aeronautics 
section of the Commerce Department 
intends to complete in 1928 is the light- 
ing of the Great Lakes-Gulf airway.

Christmas trees should not be deco- 
rated with paper, cotton or any other in- 
flammable material. 

Have the tree set up securely so that 
it will not be tipped over. Do not erect 
it too close to the fireplace or any other 
open flame. 

Do not permit the use of candles on 
Christmas tree or in any part of the home 

as Christmas decoration or illumina- 
tions. 

See that the wrappings of Christmas 
gifts are kept far removed from your 
heating plant or other fires and have them 
removed from your home as promptly as 
possible. 

Do not allow Christmas trees to remain 
inside buildings after the holidays. 

Avoid toys requiring inflammable liq- 

' -uids for their operation and motion pic- 
+ ture machines using inflammable film. 
Be sure that wiring for electric toys 
H decorations is properly installed and 
rim good condition. 

‘Christmas js too happy an event to be 
spoiled by carelessness, which sometimes re- 
‘sults in tragedy.

; FARM PROFITS AND LOSSES. 


‘The Department of Agriculture announced 
Jasbt Monday an increase of $635,146,000 in 
the total value of this year’s important farm 
crops over 1926, according to revised esti- 
mates. Calculations for about 50 crops showed 
a ‘total value of $8,428,626,000 as compared 
with $7,793,480,000 for last year. So, ap- 
parently, the embattled farmer hasn’t done so 
badly after all. 

On the other hand, the cotton crop was 
sémewhat smaller than last year’s. The de- 
partment, however, quickly offsets this reduc- 
tion by stating that, in the price record, this 
year’s crop was actually worth $830,714,000 
‘more than that of 1926. 

“Corn production, only slightly larger than 
‘that of last year, increased $285,268,000 in 
‘value; barley, $73,890,000, and oats, $40,- 
694,000. 

Wheat showed a decline of $21,000,000 over 
‘last year, but the largest decrease was in the 
potato crop, which declined $113,147,000. 
Hay, apples and peaches also showed decreases 
in varying degrees. 

_ #The actual area planted to the important 
crops this year was placed at 355,826,645 
acres, an increase of 160,420 acres over last 
year. Revised estimates of the yields of all 
crops combined show the acre yields this year 
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to have been 2.5 per cent above the average of 


the last ten years but 2.1 per cent below last 


year. 

‘Finally, the per capita production of the 
principal crops is 3.4 per cent less than that 
of 1926, and 4.8 per cent less than the aver-

There is little doubt that the transatlantic 
phone thus far has had heavy losses; but this 
was to have been expected. The transconti- 
nental telephone lines lost money when they 
were installed. Today they are humming 
busily, earning handsome returns for the 
stockholders of the A. T. & T. The trans- 
atlantic telephone is new. It has not yet 
been perfected. Eventually, however, it, too, 
will hum with activity, and will earn suffici- 
ent income not only to eat up the losses but 
also to show profit. The American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. intends to sit tight, improv- 
ing the system all the time, advertising it, 
working toward the day when it'can be made 
profitable. Great Britain should follow suit. 
The House of Commons’ concern is premature. 


FOR SAFER SUBMARINES. 


The loss of the S-4 ought to bring about im- 
provements in the equipment and maneuvering 
of submarines. The public is bitter in its 
criticism of the Navy Department for the fail- 
ure to get air to the men imprisoned in the 
S-4. It is evident to laymen that practicable 
methods can be applied which would render it 


| more feasible to rescue men from sunken sub- 


| marines, and also to reduce the likelihood of 
he thinks of | 


when | 


ramming submarines. 

In the first place, no submarine should oper- 
ate in frequented waters. There is no necessity 
for making tests in the path of surface vessels. 
These tests should be made in vacant waters, 
and even then patrol boats should be stationed 
along the course to warn away surface vessels. 
By taking these precautions, the danger of 
collision would be reduced to a minimum. 
Even during the war, the allied submarines 
were confined to certain lanes, and were 
guarded by patrols. 

Before rising to the surface, a submarine 
should be required to release a buoyant flare, 
which would float on the water and show a 
red light. Another flare, released a few mo- 
ments later, would combine with the first to 
outline the submarine’s course. The subma- 
rine should then delay its rising until neigh- 
boring vessels could change their course if 
necessary. 

German and British submarines have de- 
vices which enable the crew, in case of en- 
forced submersion, to send up a line attached 
to a buoy, carrying a telephone wire. Tele- 
phones are placed in every compartment. 
American submarines are not so equipped. 

Submarines should be provided with a ring- 
bolt at the bow, with which to raise that end 
of the vessel. The bow of the S-4 would have 
protruded from the water with the stern resting 
on the bottom. Every submarine station 
should be provided with a rescue boat equipped 
with hoisting apparatus and supplied with 
divers. A strong crane, hauling up a chain 
attached to a ringbolt in the bow of the sub- 
marine, would have made the rescue of the S-4 
survivors possible, as they were all in the 
torpedo chamber, in the bow. The lifting of a 
submarine entire, by means of chains and pon- 
toons, is a task requiring weeks of effort, and 
it is unnecessary. The raising of one end of the 
vessel is sufficient to reach imprisoned men. 

It appears that there is no representative of 
the submarine service on the general board of 
the Navy. The service is directed by the 
Bureau of Operations, without the benefit of 
technical and special counsel of qualified staff 
officers. 

It appears, also, that no extra pay is given 
to officers and men operating submarines, 
although the personnel of the naval air service 
are allowed 50 per cent extra pay.. The only 
extra allowed to men in submarine crews is 
$1 for each of the first fifteen dives. After 
having earned $15 extra in payment for the 
terrible risk involved, men in submarines are 
expected to risk their lives for regular pay. 


RADIO PICTURES. 


Radio transmission of pictures apparently

The rayfoto system will be used 
in transmission, an additional announcement 
said, and radio set owners who are interested 
in making their own radio picture recording 
apparatus may easily obtain the necessary 
parts for home construction at a cost of less 
than $100. 

A great deal of interest will attend these 
experiments. If they prove successful, a new 
era in radio will follow... Picture transmis- 
sion has been practicable for some time, but 
heretofore it has required elaborate prepara- 
tion and delicate, high-priced equipment. If 
photographs can be transmitted into the home, 
the next step probably will be moving pictures, 
Then the dream of being able to watch and 
hear simultaneously important events without 


materialized.

“GALILEO’S Toy.” 

It is interesting to note that “starry Galileo” 
did not employ all his time gazing skyward. 
On the contrary, according to Popular Me- 
chanics, he could descend to earth in the 


most practical fashion. The great astronomer 
is now credited with having invented the 
humble forerunner of the instrument which 
Fahrenheit brought to perfection. Galileo’s 
device consisted simply of a glass bulb can- 
taining air, to which was attached a glass 
tube that ran into a vessel filled with colored 
liquid. The liquid rose or fell according to 
the temperature; there was, however, no scale 
of measurement. The instrument was one of 
the scientific curiosities of the day, but no 
one apparently foresaw any future for it, and 
so it came to be Known as “Galileo’s toy.” 

One of the astronomer’s pupils, Francisco 
Sagredo, eventually substituted wine for the 
colored fluid in the original device, and short- 
ly thereafter a member of the faculty of the 
University of Padua, realizing that the “‘toy’” 
had great possibilities, adapted it to the meas- 
urement of the heat of the human body. In 
this way, fevers could readily be detected. 
Henceforth the learned doctors of the day 
were not so inclined to mutter about Galileo’ ~ 
toy.” 

Between 1630-40 the Grand Duke of Tus- 
cany made still further improvements, her- 
metically sealing the vessel containing the 
liquid and partially filling the tube with alco- 
hol. This directly paved the way for Fahren- 
heit’s calculations which, in 1714, gave to 
man one of his most priceless tools—the ther- 
mometer, or measure of heat. 


THE BURNETT MEMORIAL. 


The proposal to erect a memorial to Mrs. 


Frances Hodgson Burnett in Central- Park, 


New York, is meeting with unexpected oppcsi- 
tion. What the committee in charge of the 
project has in mind would seem to be ideal. 
The plans formulated call for making in a 


secluded nook a bird sanctuary and children’s 
garden to be placed around a fountain group 
dedicated to the woman author, to whom quiet 
gardens made an especial appeal. The idea is 
highly esthetic, almost poetic, and it has the 
added merit of being in accord with the under- 
lying policy of preserving the peacefulness and 
reposefulness of Central Park. It has an- 
other important point greatly in its favor, in- 
asmuch as no part of the expense will fall on 
the city, the committee making itself liable 
for the total cost. 

Despite all these encouraging circumstances, 
some objectors to the proposed memorial have 
raised their voices in protest. One of them,

boyhood, enters his protest on the ground that 
his mother, after reading Mrs. Burnett’s most 
famous book, made him wear the long curls 
and: velvet suits always associated with the real 
little Lord Fauntleroy. To him Park Commis- 
sioner Herrick replied, with sweet reasonable- 
ness, thus: 

I can not agree to the particular objec- 
tion you make to the author of ‘Little 
Lord Fauntleroy.’’ I remember reading 
the book as a youngster with great interest 
and enjoyment. It was a beautiful, 
wholesome piece of fiction, and if hysteri- 
cal parents chose to inflict the fictional 
costume of Fauntleroy on their sons, I 
think you should blame the parents and 
not Mrs. Burnett. 

Then comes a stickler for the high things of 
literature, who objects to the proposed honor 
to the memory of Mrs. Burnett, not because 
of her invention of the little lord, with his curls 


and velvets, but because, in his judgment, she 


was ‘“‘never anything but a third-rate author, 
with about the evaluation of life of a high 
school sophomore.”? Regarding that categorical 
and dogmatic condemnation, it is possible that 
opinions may vary widely. It might be urged, 
also, that it is not always feasible to measure 
literary merit in terms of pure mathematics. 
Macaulay tried that method sometimes, and, 
when he did, invariably failed. Furthermore, 
if it is only to litterateurs of the first magni- 
tude that memorials are to be erected, then 
the memorials will be, like the proverbial 
angels’ visits, few and far between.

500 Residents Hear Richard 
V. Qulahan Tell of the 
Days of 1789. 


CHILDREN JOIN IN SONGS 


Massed. about a living Christmas tree 
in Montrose Park—a tree that fairly 
glittered with lights and crystals of 
many hues—500 residents of old 


Georgetown last night forgot the in- 
tense cold for more than an hour, while 
they raised their voices in songs and 
carols of the Yule season. 

Strains of “Good King Wenceslas” 
and “God Rest You Merry Gentlemen,” 
carried through the park, as a chorus 
of children’s voices mingled with those 
of their elders. Words of the songs 
were projected on a silyer screen, while 
William T. Pierson led in the singing. 

Georgetown has preserved its indi- 
vidual identity through the years, de- 
spite the acts of Congress merging it 
politically with the city of Washing- 
ton, Richard V. Oulahan, dean of Wash- 
ington newspaper correspondents, told 
the celebrants, in the only address of 
the evening. 

Oulahan recalled that Georgetown 
was incorporated on a. Christmas Day, 
away back in 1789. In the Yule sea- 
sons which followed planters from near- 
by Maryland and Virginia brought their 
families to the little settlement for 
holiday’ merriment, he said, 

“The community,” he said, “is a seg- 
ment of a great @nd growing metropolis, 
but able to retain the habiliments and 
traditions of the past, for which over- 
crowded cities sigh and never regain 
While we tell the world we live in 
Washington, we tell Washington we live 
in Georgetown.” 

Prior to the exercises a program of 
Christmas music was given by a double 
brass quartet from the Army Band, and 
later Mrs. William T. Pierson sang 
“Cantique de Noel.” The Georgetown 
Citizens Association, sponsor of the 
celebration, was represented by Dean 
Acheson, who introduced Mr. Oulahan, 
and: J. B. Wyckoff, chairman of ar- 
rangements.

General Death Rate 
Lowest on Record 


New York, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—The gen- 
eral death rate in the industrial popu- 
lation of the United States and Canada

Accuracy Was Good, Says Davison, 
(By Associated Press.) 

The bombing of the Peedee River 
bridge by Army aviators has, in the 
opinion of Assistan Secretary F. Tru- 
bee Davison, demonstrated the effec- 
tiveness of the Army’s bombardment 
‘planes, and furnished the Air Corps 
with much valuable information 

“It was shown,” he said on return- 
ing to Washington from Albermarle 
by plane yesterday, “that it is possible 
for bombardment planes, flying a mile 
and a half above their target to de- 
stroy a reinforced concrete bridge with 
1,100-pound bombs, and the limitations 
of smailer types of missiles were proved. 

“The accuracy was good. In fact, it 
was much better than I had antici- 
pated, A field artillery officer,,who is 
a member of the board observing the 
effects of this bombing, told me that 
an éxamination of the pattern made 
by the whole of the nombs dropped for 
the day showed that the probable error 
was very similar to that for large caliber 
ns. . oe 
“This is the first time we have used 
a target of this typ in bombing prac- 
tice. I saw a 600-pcund bomb hit it 
which left a crater in the concrete 5

MELLON FINDS STEEL 
IS NOT BEING DUMPED 


Imports From Germany Come 
In Legally, Under Tariff 
Act, Secretary Says. 


Present importations of steel prod- 
ucts from Germany are not in viola- 
tion of the antidumping provisions of 
the tariff act, Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon ruled yesterday. The Secretary 
has just completed extended investiga- 
tion and consideration of the evidence. 

The Secretary said, however, that the 
question was a very close one, and that 
the entire situation would continue tc 
be carefully watched by the Treasury 
Department so that should conditions 
change, the necessary steps might be 
taken at once to prevent American in- 
dustry from being subjected to unfair 
competition, within the meaning of the 
antidumping section of the emergency 
tariff act. 

Under that section, the Secretary of 
the Treasury has authority to impose 
prohibitive customs duties on foreign- 
made products which are imported into 
the United States at less than their 
fair home market value. Secretary 
Mellon started the investigation into 
the importation of German steel prod- 
ucts some time ago, when it was report- 
ed to him by New York customs ap 
praisers that such importations were 
being made under declarations of 
smaller values than those generally pre- 
vailing in Germany. 


Boom for Kellogg 
Started in St. Paul 


St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 23 (A.P.)-——A 
movement to boom Frank B. Kellogg, 
Secretary of State and former Ambassa- 
dor to England, for the Presidency, has 
been started in St. Paul, his home city.

Moscow, Russia, Dec., 23 (A.P.).—Ex- 
ecutions of Soviet representatives and 
citizens in Canton can not be left un- 
punished, George Tchitcherin, Soviet 
foreign commissar, asserts in a state- 
ment issued today. He holds the Brit- 
ish Government responsible for acts 
of violence. 

Tchitcherin declares that while the 
Soviet is unalterably determined to pur- 
sue its policy of peace as proclaimed in 
its disarmament pronouncement at Ge- 
neva, the Soviet is nevertheless pre- 
pared for the worst and will not be 
caught unawares. 

He states unequivocally that events 
in South China can not be left un- 
punished and the Soviet government 
therefore reserves the right to take all 
the measures it considers imperative 
in connection with the “sanguinary 
outrages” there. 


England “Moving Power.” 


Of the British government, the state- 
ment says: “English imperialist reac- 
tion must be recognized as the chief 
moving power responsible for Cantonese 
bloodshed and murder perpetrated on 
Soviet citizens. Not alone the Chinese 
generals operating in Canton appear 
responsible for these crimes but also 
the other powers of the world which 
are hostile to Soviet Russia.” 

The Russian Far Eastern Shipping 
Agency announced cancellation Of its 
steamship services to all Chinese ports. 

Protest meetings against the execu- 
tion of Soviet citizens in Canton when 
the Communist movement was crushed 
there by a veritable reign of terror, have 
been held in Moscow, Leningrad and a 
number of Siberian cities. 


Four Chinese Executed. 


Hankow, China, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—Four 
Chinese Communists were executed 
here last night. One was said to have 
been the leader of the recent red up- 
rising in Tungshan, 30 miles from Han- 
kow, @ fortnight ago. In the uprising 
he captured the city and established a 
peasants’ government, killing numerous 
Tungshan gentry and merchants, 

Twelve Russian women who were ar- 
rested recently have been released, but a 
number of Russian men are still being 
held. 

The agent of the Russian Dahl Bank 
at Hankow was brought to army head- 
quarters and tried. The decision of the 
tribunal was not announced. It is 
generally believed that he and two 
other Russians who were brought in 
handcuffed to him will be executed. 

Gen Pei Chung-Chi, former defense 
commissioner of Shanghai, arrived in 
Hankow, accompanied by a bodyguard 
of 500. He has taken up residence 
here and this has resulted in a notice- 
able uneasiness among the Chinese 
population, who fear that he is plan- 


Nationalists. This would result in re- 
newed disorders in the Wuhan cities 
of Hankow, Hanyang and Wuchang. 
Gen. Hu Tsung-Tu, Hankow garrison 
commander, has taken possession of 
the recently raided Soviet consulate 
and established his residence in it. 


Japan Sends Marines. 


Shanghai, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—The Jap- 
anese cruiser Nagara is expected at 
Tsingtao, former German port in the 
province of Shantung. The cruiser 
carries 200 Japanese marines to aug- 
ment the Japanese forces now there. 

The action of the Japanese authori- 
ties in sending reinforcemnts is the 
result of the recent slow advance of 
Nanking Nationalists northward into 
southern Shantung, again endangering 
the Tsingtao-Tsinanfu Railway, which, 
it is believed here, the Japanese were 
determined’ not to permit. 

Tsinanfu reports state that disorders 
are increasing as a result of the south- 
erners’ advance coupled 
famine conditions. As a result of the 
uncertainties in Shantung, the United 
States destroyer Truxton has sailed 
from Shanghai for Tsingtao to observe 
conditions.

Army’s Defense ot Athletic 
Code Unchanged in 25 Years 


Identical Situation Was Idendsesslly Defended 
by Noted Writer in 1903; Deplored Intlu- 


ence of Professional Spirit. 


TRAINED athletic relations be- 
tween the Naval Academy and 
West Point and West Point’s de- 
fense of its position in the wrangle 
which has arrested the attention of 
the entire country and found its way 
into the halls of Congress is parallel 
to a situation which existed 25 years 
ago between the two service academies 
as described by Caspar Whitney, noted 
sports authority, in the magazine Out- 
ing, on June 21, 1903 
Obviousiy writing as a defender of 
West Point, Whitney at. that time de- 
plored the jockeying over eligibility 
rules which now threaten to disrupt 
relations between the two academies 
and characterized Navy’s demands as 
the influence of 2 professional spirit 
beyond the influence of service tradi- 
tion. 

Then, as now, those aligned in 
the support of West Point’s code 
remonstrated at the efforts of 
Navy to force the adoption by -the 
two academies of the same eligi- 
bility code that governed Wavard 
and Yale. 


Army’s position as outlined by Whit- 
ney in 1903 is identical with the stand 
taken by Gen... Winans, West Point 
superintendent, last week when he re- 
turned .Navy’s football contract. un- 
signed, declaring that any change in

In the isstie of Juhe 2,,1903, Whitney 
said, under the heading, “A Microbe 
at Annapolis”: 


“A polifician appears to have come 
into the athletio field at Annapolis; 
which is a pity, for hitherto he: has 
been an alien. The happiest occasions 
of» the sporting year are the. contests 
in which the teamis of these. two acad- 
emies, so. interesting to the Nation, 
meet, without preliminary jockeying, 
without discussion as to individual 
ability, without. argument over rules. 
In a word—the teams from the Naval 
and Military Academies have met as 
gentleman should; confident in the 
honor and sportsmanship of each other. 


“And now comes a rank outsider, 
reared beyond the influence. of 
Army and Navy tradition, to’ poi- 
son the under-classman mind with 
the detestable microbe that makes 
for the professional spirit! Under 
this baneful tutelage, Annapolis 
demands of West Point that the 
eligibility rule of Harvard and Yale 
be adopted for the teams of the Na- 
tional academies. 


“There is no objection to the. Har- 
vard-Yale rule per se; itis an excellent 
one for the existing conditions of: uni- 
versity sport—but at either West. Point 
or Annapolis it is presumptuous and an 
intolerable violation o. the spirit. which 
has always ruled the cadets and their 
officers; the esprit de corps; the spirit 
of the Army and the. Navy of ‘the 
United States of America; the spirit of 
fair play and <¢ fight t. the finish— 
which holds in contempt rule-making 
born of the professional mind looking 
for a short cut to victory. 

“Any-man who is eligible to cadet- 
ship at either academy is eligible for 
its teams; that ts the only rule; it 
stands for honor and sportsmanship of 
the Army and Navy equally.”

Minor Draft Meeting 
Is Called for Jan. 9 


Chicago, Ill., Dec. 23 (A.P.)—The 
minor league club owners were sum- 
moned today by President Mike Sexton, 
of Rock Island, to an extra session «at 
French Lick Springs, Ind., on January 9, 
to take up again the major-minor draft 
problem, since the major leagues re- 
fused to accept the minors’ Dallas 
pronunciamento. 

At their regular winter meeting at Dal- 
las, the minors voted to forbid the five 
big minors from continuing under the 
modified draft, a system which per- 
mitted the majors to draft only those 
players from the five big minors. that 
had originally come from the major 
leageu teams.

Approximately $47,794,000 worth of 
petroleum, gas and gasoline has been 
received by the United States Govern- 
ment in the form of royalties from the 
leasing of public lands during the last 
seven years, according to an announce- 
ment by George Otis Smith, of. the 
United States Geological Survey. 
Whether or not the Government was 
able to sell the products or to utilize 
them in such a manner as to derive 
that amount of revenue is not ex- 
plained in the announcement. 


During the fiscal year 1927, 25,648,101 
barrels of petroleum were produced on 
public lands and of this the Govern- 
ment received 3,562,125 barrels as a 
royalty. 

In the seven-year period from 1921 to 
1927, inclusive, 173,694,932 barrels of 
oil were produced and the Government 
received 29,877,906 barrels. 

The lands worked under the royalty 
system with which the announcement 
deals are located in California, Colo- 
rado, Louisiana, Montana, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, Utah, and Wyoming.

Bonds and notes to be paid in Janu-

Princess Julia Mitchell Osborn, 
daughter of King Emil Mitchell, of the 
Mitchell tribe of gypsies and wife of 
William L. Osborn, 2222 Shannon place 
southeast, was freed from the invisible 
bonds of restraint yesterday by Chief 
Justice McCoy in Circuit Court in a 
contest between the king and his son- 
in-law over the custody of the princess. 

Calling the 15-year-old daughter of 
gypsy royalty to the bar of the court, 
the chief justice said to her, “You can 
go where you please. You are freed of 
whatever illegal restraint exists.” 

The princess departed from the court- 
room followed by her husband. The 
king and tife other members of the 
royal family remained seated while the 
princess and her husband walked out. 

No restraint of a nature cognizable 
by the court existed, despite the prdé- 
tests of. the king that his daughter was 
being detained by Osborn illegally. 


The girl is alleged to be under age, but 
she is the wife of Osborn and no court 
has yet acted upon the petition of the 
king to annul the marriage. The king 
attempted to have the Equity Court 
turn his daughter over to him, but he 
was unable to serve Osborn with a rule 
to show cause why the girl should not 
be surrendered. 

It was apparent from the demeanor 
of the girl that she intends to stick 
to Osborn as she was walking by his 
side before they left the courthouse. 
Her father engaged in a long argument 
with her before court “convened, but 
apparently he made no impression on 
her except to start her crving. Attor- 
neys Whelan and. O’Connell appeared 
for Osborn and protested against the 
court turning the girl over to her 
father on a writ of habeas corpus. The 
writ was quashed. 


“Lefty, Pencil Man,” 
Dead, Victim of Gas 


J. C. Wallace, 45 years old, known 4s 
“Lefty, the Pencil Man,” to thousands of 
F street pedestrians, died at his room 
at the Salvation Army, 119 Pennsyl- 
yvania avenue northwest, from the ef- 
fects«of gas poisoning early yesterday 
morning. Wallace was for years & 
familiar figure selling pencils along the 
thoroughfare. 

Responding to an emergency call, the 
Fire Department rescue squad attempted 
to revive the gas victim, who still 
showed signs of life. Emergency Hos- 
pital physicians pronounced him dead 
when he failed to respond to the 
oxygen. Acting Coroner Joseph D, 
Rogers was notified. Wallace had no 
relatives in this city, police reported. 


Commission Declines
